Saint Sauveur. 


It is pre-eminently ission work, its main 
object being to save from infidelity and to 
bring into the haven of the Church dissatisfied 
Romanists and unsettled Protestants. 


It is cosmopolitan work; over 1900 for- 
eigners—French, Swiss, Belgian, Germans, 
etc., etc., have had thus far their names 
inscribed on the register. 

It is catholic work in the broad sense of the 


word. All Christian denominations are therein 
represented, the Roman Catholics constituting 


meanwhile a large majority—about 1150 to 
750 Protestants. 

It is charitable as well as religious, endeav- 
oring to provide its needy members with occu- 
pation, situation, clothing and such assist- 
ance as the case may require. 
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It must be said that this work deals with a 
floating .population. Not a small number of 
the persons registered have left Philadelphia. 
Regrettable as this fact is, it has the advan- 
tage of extending the knowledge and influence 
of the mission. 


Instrumentalities,

St. Sauveur has now: 


1. Its own prayer-book—Manuel de Pri- 
éres et de Cantiques—containing all the 
prayers used in the public services of the 
Episcopal Church, together with a collection 
of the best French hymns. 

2. Its own catechism, simple and compre- 
hensive. 

3. Its own journal, L'AVENIR, a monthly 
French and English, now in its seventeenth 
year. 

Nota—Manuels, catechisms, numbers of 
L’ Avenir and French Testaments are given 
to any foreigner desiring them and unable to 
pay for them. 


4. Several societies such as the “Société 
des Dames Patronesses de Saint Sauveur,” 
consisting of American ladies particularly 


interested in the work, the “Guild of St. 
Sauveur,” having for its objet the extension 
of the mission; a chapter of St. Andrew’s 
Brotherhood, etc. 


5. A parish building. It consists of a 
vestry-room, a library and reading-room, and 
a hall for lectures and entertainments. This 
building with the various attractive reunions 
held there, such as sewing classes, choir 
practices, religious, instructive and social 
meetings, is found to be an effective feeder for 
the church.

The annual expenses of the French Church, 
including salaries, fuel, light, advertising, 
interest on a loan of $3000, etc., amount to 
about $2,800. 


They are met by: 


1. Sunday collections. 
2. Renting of sittings. 
3. An appropriation of the S. W. Convoca- 


4. Occasional entertainments. 
5. And chiefly subscriptions and contribu- 
tions. 


Now, it should be kept in mind that, al- 
though St. Sauveur has a parochial organiza- 
tion, it is in fact and must remain a mission 
church, depending chiefly for its continuance 
and development on the generous help of 
Christian Americans.

Religiously. It is more promising than 
ever. The services are well attended, and 
the Bible Class in particular has assumed a 


gratifying importance. 


Financially. A decided effort is imperative 
just now ; owing to the death within a short 
period of a number of its generous contribut- 
ors: Messrs. Alexander Brown, A. J. Drexel, 
Lemuel Coffin, G. W. Childs, George M. 
Coates, Mrs. Powers, etc., its resources are 
much reduced and insufficient to meet the 
ordinary expenses. 


Therefore an earnest appeal is made here to 
all persons liberally minded and well disposed 
towards this work, that they should kindly 
‘show it by a contribution or an annual sub- 
scription or by renting sittings on the terms 
mentioned in the following plan : 


A Plan 


by which the French Mission of Saint Sau- 
veur, now solidly established and fully, or- 
ganized, may go far towards supporting itself 
and the free church system be practically 
carried out, is hereby submitted to your con- 
sideration. It consists in this: 


“ That the friends of said missionary work, 
who can afford it, should take in their own 
names one or several seats in said church, and 
agree to pay for each of them $10 per year, 
and that the use of the seats thus paid for 
should be made free by them to any person 
attending the church. 


“ By availing themselves of this opportunity, 
the American families who employ the French 
in any capacity, would show, in a most fitting 
way, their interest in their employees as well 
as in our work, and likely awaken and develop 
in some of them, to their personal gratification, 
religious and grateful feelings.”
